Lake Have Been? 


Tulare lake, during this year 
of record snow runoff from the 
Sierra, has peaked at about 138 
sections (that’s 138 square 
miles) which makes it about 
three-quarters the size of Lake 
Tahoe, with 88,000 acres under 
some million acre feet of water. 

Accounts of early-day 
explorers and travelers through 
the San Joaquin valley indicate 
that this inland lake has ranged 
from a dry plain with no water, 
in drought years, to a 
water-covered area considerably 
larger than the lake is today. 

In fact an 1876 map shows 
Tulare lake covering about 644 
square miles, and in the early 
days there was at least one plan 
to develop a water-way to haul 
freight by boat between San 
Francisco and San Joaquin 
valley towns as far south as 
Bakersfield. 

All of which is opening the 
door to coffee counter 
speculation on just how big 
would the present Tulare lake be 
if there were no dams on the 
four major streams that pour 
water into the basin - Kern, 
Tule, Kaweah, and Kings. 

No one has come up with 
slide rule in hand to make an 
accurate prediction, but figuring 
that there was some water back 
of the dams when the runoff 
season started, and figuring that 
if there were no dams, there 
would have been considerable 
flooding along the river courses, 
it seems likely that Tulare lake 
would have received an 
additional million acre feet of 
water, which would make it 
twice its present size by volume 
and possibly one and one-half by 
area. 

But be that as it may, the 
lake right now is quite a chunk 
of water, and it’s most certainly 
worth taking a look at, both by 
land and by air, for it is not 
likely that it will reach its 
present size again. 

But, of course, who knows? 
After all, there have been two 
100 year floods” in a period of 
about three years. 

Speaking at last week’s 
meeting of the Porterville 
Kiwanis club, Stan Barnes, 
engineer and manager of water 
resources for the J.G. Boswell 
company that has one of the big 
farming operations in the lake 
area, said that with normal 
weather, about half the. water 
now in the lake will be off by 
1971 and the other half by 
1972. 

Evaporation and pumping 
from flooded areas to irrigate 
other areas prior to planting and 
during crop production, will 
eventually use up the water. 

Barnes was high in his praise 
of the U.S. Army engineers in 
their planning for and meeting 
the threat of record runoff 
flooding. He said they moved in 
with emergency projects in the 
lake basin where needed; they 
sandbagged reservoirs on the 
rivers to increase storage 
capacity, they did not panic, and 
their estimate of the ultimate

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CONSUMER GETS IT AGAIN 


Thwarted by the farm workers on whose muscles 
and money he hoped to erect a labor union empire in 
his own image, Cesar Chavez some time ago settled on 
a different patsy, the Consumer. Through various 
harassments he hoped to generate nationwide boycotts 
that would force the growers to their knees and impose 
a union on the people who didn’t want it. 

Now he’s taken on state and federal government. 
Perhaps unwittingly. 

Circulars have been distributed at grocery stores 
across the nation warning the prospective buyers that 
table grapes are “highly poisonous” because of pesti- 
cide residue. The ploy takes advantage of the current 
“Silent Spring” sort of concern: over DDT and other 
chemicals, just as the false claims of impoverishment 
and cruel treatment among farm workers to a large 
extent depends for credibility upon leftover recollec- 
tions of the “Grapes of Wrath” days. 

This attempt to further harass the consumer was, 
of course, a direct slap at the state and federal agencies 
responsible for inspecting fruit, and enforcing the 
many laws regulating purity and quality of farm 
products. Government didn’t take it lying down. Ad- 
vised by the California Table Grape Commission of the 
pesticide poison charge, the State Board of Agricul- 
ture promptly declared there is no dangerous residue 
from pesticides on California fresh fruit, and instruct- 
ed the State Department of Agriculture to do all it can 
in getting this truth across to the public. 

The public’s right to buy the foods it wants and 
needs is not a plaything for ambitious labor organizers. 
The invasion of that right that is going on in his name 
rhs devastating measure of the true stature of Cesar 

avez. 


CENSOR THE CENSUS 


A great many Americans are concerned about pub- 
lished plans for making next year’s census a probe into 
many more facets of our lives than just the fact of 
life itself. They are afraid of so-called Information 
Banks filled with data about our finances, our job rec- 
ords, our morals, and whatnot. They think the census 
is getting too nosey. 

A great deal of shush-shushing is going on in an 
effort to calm the people down a bit. The Wall Street 
Journal, for instance, reports that it recently was chas- 
tised by a nationally syndicated financial columnist for 
“spreading malicious nonsense” about laws allowing 
the Census Bureau to ask whatever questions it wants 
to and compel everyone to answer. 

The “nonsense,” however, concerned laws that are 
on the books, that can be enforced. One can, for exam- 
ple, be asked about the state of his plumbing, whether 
he has to be restrained very often by a straitjacket, 
what the head size is of any “idiot” in the family, if 
there are any habitual drunks around the house. The 
penalty for not answering, according to the Journal, 
can be a 60-day jail sentence or a $100 fine. 

Census officials get a little mixed up, it seems, in 
explaining such laws. They practically never need to 
be enforced, they say, but they are necessary for accu- 
racy and the public good. Just trust’ them not to pry. 

That’s a little difficult for most of us to swallow.

California Democrats played 
their strongest hand—and got 
their only real political ex- 
posure—of the year in block- 
ing and then working out a 
compromise state budget in 
the Assembly.

Jess Unruh and his col- 
leagues on the Democratic 
side carried their no-budget 
strategy just as far as they 
could before settling down to 
business. State employees, 
state programs, education and 
the rest kept going without 
funds, but had the blockage 
gone on much longer, the 
mumbling would have been 
loud. 

The party in California has 
slipped badly and all signs in- 
dicate the slippage will con- 
tinue. Democrats haven’t won 
an election all year, losing 
two special Assembly elec- 
tions, for practical purposes 
the Los Angeles mayoralty 
race, and the Contra Costa 
Senate seat. In fact, about the 
only bright spot in recent par- 
ty history was the election of 
Alan Cranston to the US. 
Senate last fall. 

The Democrats face what 
appears to be an Everest-type 
obstacle in running against 
Governor Ronald Reagan 
next year. The campus unrest 
and the “law and order” is- 
sues make him look unbeat- 
able. 

The candidate picture 
among the Democrats is 
clouded and perhaps over- 
crowded, as the Christian 
Science Monitor puts it. 
Unruh and San Francisco 
Mayor Joseph Alioto are both 
aiming for the governorship 
and may do nothing but 
knock each other off. Beyond 
them, there’s no one. 

The explanation for con- 
tinued Republican success and 
Democratic failure—not only 
in California but nationally— 
can be laid to a swing to the 
right on the law-and-order is- 
sue. Witness the mayorality 
races in Minneapolis and New 
York.

Mathias Bill 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
House of Representatives has 
passed H.R. 6508, the California 
Disaster Relief act of 1969, 
which Congressman Bob Mathias 
introduced on February 6, 
1969 This Act, co-sponsored 
by other California 
Congressmen, provides assistance 
to the State of California for the 
reconstruction of areas damaged 
by storms, floods, landslides, 
and high waters that came 
during the winter of 1968-1969, 
and the spring of 1969. The 
amount of this aid is $30 
million. 

Mathias was successful in not 
only getting his bill passed, but 
in getting it amended to provide 
assistance covering damages 
resulting from the spring thaw 
and runoff from the Sierra 
Nevada mountains. The bill 
originally only covered those 
damages that came during the 
winter of 1968-1969. 

After the final vote was cast, 
Mathias said, “I’m happy that 
my colleagues in the House agree 
with me that Federal assistance 
is needed to help restore those 
areas that were damaged by the 
storms, floods, and high waters. 
I’m hopeful that this 
overwhelming House support 
will motivate the Senate to take 
swift and favorable action on 
this very important piece of 
legislation.”

problems of farm labor. He said 

_ he supports in general principle 
the proposal of Senator George 
Murphy to set up.a new farm 
labor relations board in the 
federal government to handle 
farm labor problems. The 

- proposed Murphy bill would also 
prohibit strikes during harvest 
periods and the boycotting of 

. farm products. 

He said that legislation such 
as proposed by Senator Murphy 
would offer protection for both 
agriculture and consumers. 

Hardin stated that he had 
opposed a recently proposed 
dollar limit on subsidies since, he 
felt that merely amending the 
agricultural appropriations bill is 
an improper way to legislate. 

He said that his department 
will look seriously at a possible

subsidy limit and land 
retirement program during study 
of revisions of the national farm 
program. 

Overproduction and the need 
to help in development of rural 
America were cited as basic 
problems of agriculture that 
have not changed much in four 
decades. 

He said that farmers have 
made tremendous strides in 
production and_ operational 
efficiency but have not received 
just compensation for their 
efforts. 

In opening remarks at the 
conference, Hardin said that 
agricultural policies and 
programs must be designed to 
win markets for farm products, 
and enable farm. products to 
compete on the market both at 
home and abroad.

Forest service to allow:a 
recreational development in a 
National Game Refuge area, and 
Forest service management 
policies; also the Sierra club has 
asked for an injunction to halt 


_ project work. 


In commenting on how all 
this effects plans of the state of 
California to build some 20 
miles of road into Mineral King, 
Deffebach said that if the court 
grants .an injunction, then all 
state road planning on the 
Mineral King project will stop. If 
the injunction is denied, then 
the state will go ahead with basic 
data work. 

Deffebach said that a court 
tuling on the injunction will 
probably not come inside of two 
weeks, and a ruling on the basic 
Sierra club suit not before the 
end of the year. 2 

‘“*We have budgeted 
$1,800,000 for construction on 
the upper section of the Mineral 
King road on Forest Service 
property,” Deffebach said. “But 
we do not feel justified in going 
ahead as long as there is pending 
court action and no substantial 
agreement with the Park service 
on the total road. Even at best, 
we could not go to contract on 
the first section of the road 
before a year from now if 
everything smoothed out.” 

Deffebach said that the state 
highway department and_ the 
Park service are not too far apart 
on road standards, but that basic 
design of the road is still being 
questioned. The Forest service 
and state division of highways 


are in agreement on _ road 
construction plans. 
Meanwhile the Disney 


organization is continuing with 
its planning for development of 
the Mineral King area under a 
Forest Service permit.
